On  all  orders 
for  balled  and  burlapped  stock  which  must  be  boxed  for  shipment,  the  cost  of  boxing 
is  added.  Charge  Account:  Goods  will  be  supplied  on  charge  account  to  customers 
of  approved  credit  who  supply  satisfactory  trade  and  bank  references,  allowing 
time  for  investigation.  Terms  on  charge  account  are  30  days  net.

Taxus  cuspidata  capitata  (Upright  Japanese  Yew) 

Seedling  form  of  the  native  Yew  of  Japan  growing  in  an  upright 
habit.  Some  trees  are  single  stemmed,  others  have  a  tendency  to  pro¬ 
duce  many  stems.  For  some  uses  the  single  stem  is  more  desirable  and 
trees  can  be  grown  in  either  way  with  careful  attention  to  early  pruning. 
Generally  grown  from  seed.  Although  some  selected  types  have  been  re¬ 
produced  by  other  means.  There  are  numerous  horticultural  variations 
of  this  tree  listed  in  this  catalog.  Like  all  the  Yews,  this  form  is  able 
to  survive  a  dense  shade  but  will  also  grow  in  sunny  locations. 

All  of  the  Japanese  Yews  have  certain  characteristics  in  common. 
The  needles  are  all  quite  similar  in  appearance.  They  produce  their 
fruit  in  the  form  of  a  fleshy  cup-shaped  scarlet  berry.  The  male  and 
the  female  flowers  are  produced  on  separate  trees.  In  order  to  have 
fruiting  specimens  the  trees  must  be  planted  in  groups.

Taxus  cuspidata  (Spreading  Japanese  Yew) 

This  type  is  usually  propagated  from  cuttings.  This  fact  accounts 
for  the  great  variation  which  exists  in  different  strains  sold  under  this 
name.  Some  are  lower  growers  than  others  and  the  color  varies.  The 
rate  of  growth  is  also  a  distinct  point  of  difference.  In  general  this 
type  is  wider  than  tall,  branching  out  from  the  bottom  with  several 
stems  and  developing  into  a  low  bushy  formation. 

An  unfounded  opinion  which  is  rapidly  being  corrected  is  the  be¬ 
lief  that  the  Japanese  Yews  are  of  questionable  hardiness.  Here  in  the 
Hill  Nursery  we  have  severe  extremes  of  temperature  ranging  from  100 
degrees  in  the  summer  to  a  normal  15  degrees  below  zero  in  the 
winter.  The  Japanese  Yews  have  not  suffered  unduly  from  our  condi¬ 
tions  of  climate.

Named  for  Mr.  Anderson,  superintendent  of  the  Thayer  Estate  in 
Massachusetts.  Professor  L.  C.  Chadwick  rates  this  Yew  as  follows : 

“Objections  have  been  raised  to  the  Anderson  Yew  emphasizing  its 
rapid  growth  and  looser  habit  than  other  Yews.  I  feel,  however,  that 
there  is  a  definite  place  for  this  Yew.  It  is  a  wide  spreading  form 
with  profuse  slender  twigs  and  relatively  light  green  foliage.  It  is 
among  the  most  informal  of  the  Yews  and  certainly  has  a  place  where 
its  rapid  growth  and  wide  spreading  habit  are  not  objectionable.”

This  is  one  of  the  more  widely  known  of  the  hybrid  forms  developed 
by  the  late  Mr.  Hatfield,  for  many  years  superintendent  of  the  Hunne- 
well  Estate  at  Wellesley,  Massachusetts.  In  habit  it  resembles  the 
Hick’s  Yew  somewhat,  usually  growing  with  several  upright  perpendic¬ 
ular  stems  with  the  top  slightly  more  broad  than  the  bottom.  The  color 
is  extremely  dark  green.  The  foliage  is  very  heavy  and  luxuriant.  It  is 
a  tree  of  distinct  habit  which  will  fill  a  great  need  in  certain  landscape 
effects.  We  find  it  thoroughly  hardy  in  every  respect.

Another  form  developed  by  the  Cottage  Gardens,  Queens,  Long 
Island.  At  first  glance  it  closely  resembles  the  old  Dwarf  Japanese  Yew 
(Taxus  cuspidata  nana)  as  it  has  the  same  heavy,  deep  green  waxy 
foliage.  It  is,  however,  a  much  faster  grower,  due  perhaps  in  part  to 
the  fact  that  it  starts  to  grow  a  week  or  ten  days  earlier  than  other 
Yews.  An  ideal  subject  for  hedges  or  any  use  requiring  trees  of 
dwarf  habit.

Taxus  cuspidata  nana  (Dwarf  Japanese  Yew) 


This  is  one  of  the  oldest  horticultural  forms  of  Japanese  Yew, 
having  been  widely  known  and  planted  for  many  years.  It  is  almost 
blackish  in  color,  of  extremely  slow  growth,  forming  a  low  irregular 
and  picturesque  outline.  Old  specimens  bear  a  closer  resemblance  to 
Boxwood  than  any  other  Evergreen.  It  was  formerly  known  under  the 
name  of  Taxus  cuspidata  brevifolia,  which  name  was  later  changed  to 
Taxus  cuspidata  nana.  There  are  at  least  two  distinct  forms  sold  under 
this  name.

Foliage 
is  very  dark  green  and  heavy  resembling  the  foliage  of  the  Dwarf 
Japanese  Yew.  This  tree  has  been  on  the  market  for  a  number  of  years 
and  we  have  many  customers  who  have  purchased  it  year  after  year. 
There  are  in  the  trade  various  selected  forms  of  the  Upright  Japanese 
Yew,  most  of  which  have  outstanding  merit  either  in  form,  color  or 
foliage.

Taxus  media  hicksi  (Hick’s  Yew) 

This  is  a  columnar  form  with  branches  ascending  almost  vertically. 
One  of  the  older  horticultural  varieties  introduced  and  named  for  the 
Hick’s  Nursery.  Although  this  tree  is  included  in  the  Taxus  Media 
group  by  some  authorities,  it  is  according  to  Hick’s  Nursery  a  horti¬ 
cultural  form  of  Taxus  Cuspidata.  The  growing  habit  varies  a  great 
deal  with  the  method  of  trimming.  It  may  be  grown  into  an  extremely 
narrow  cigar  shape  or  allowed  to  develop  into  broader  specimens.  It 
makes  a  good  tree  for  narrow  hedges.

This  is  a  native  of  high  altitudes  in  northern  Arizona.  It  grows  rather 
slowly,  making  a  symmetrical,  narrow  pyramid.  The  foliage  is  rich  sil¬ 
very  blue,  underside  of  needles  whitish  with  slightly  blue  cast.  In  older 
trees  the  bark  is  a  light  creamy  color,  almost  pure  cork.  Although  little 
known,  is  deserving  of  wider  use.  A  specimen  on  the  grounds  of  the 
D.  Hill  Nursery  at  Dundee  has  withstood  all  weather  conditions  for  a 
period  of  more  than  twenty  years.

Abies  concolor  (White  or  Concolor  Fir) 


This  is,  by  far,  the  most  outstanding  Fir.  It  withstands  severe  win¬ 
ter  conditions,  and  survives  summer  heat  better  than  other  Firs.  The 
color  runs  from  pale  green  to  light  blue.  The  leaves  are  long,  soft,  and 
pungent.  It  develops  into  a  narrow  pyramid  of  shapely,  symmetrical 
form.  When  small,  it  has  a  tendency  to  grow  rather  irregularly,  but 
assumes  a  symmetrical  even  growth  as  it  grows  older.  The  trees  offered 
are  the  type  from  the  Rocky  Mountains  of  Colorado.  This  tree  has  been 
and  will  continue  to  be  a  great  favorite  for  specimen  planting.

A  rapid  growing  Fir  with  long,  graceful  branches  and  soft  flexible, 
fragrant  foliage.  It  grows  in  a  narrow,  pyramid  shape.  Stands  crowd¬ 
ing  very  well  and  a  considerable  amount  of  shade. 


These  trees  vary  somewhat  in  color,  ranging  from  light  green  to 
dark  green  and  some  with  bluish  tint.  This  is  the  variety  native  to 
Colorado  and  the  Rocky  Mountain  section,  a  different  tree  than  the 
well-known  Douglas  Fir  from  the  Pacific  northwest.  It  ranks  as  a 
leader  among  all  Evergreens  of  this  type.  It  is  not  uncommon  to  find 
annual  growth  of  two  feet  or  more  on  established  trees.  Specimens 
eventually  may  reach  60  feet  in  size  or  more,  with  a  wide  spread  of 
branches.

Gingko  biloba  (Maidenhair  Tree) 


Known  as  the  living  fossil,  the  Gingko  is  rapidly  gaining  in  popu¬ 
larity.  It  has  botanical  characteristics  which  link  it  with  the  conifers. 
It  is  one  of  the  most  satisfactory  trees  for  planting  under  congested  con¬ 
ditions  as  it  is  able  to  withstand  smoke,  gas,  and  adverse  growing  con¬ 
ditions.  It  is  widely  favored  as  a  street  tree.  In  localities  where  it  grows 
rapidly,  it  will  quickly  develop  into  salable  stock.  This  is  a  deciduous 
tree  which  drops  its  leaves  after  the  frost.  A  large  specimen  planted 
nearly  fifty  years  ago  is  thriving  perfectly  at  the  D.  Hill  Nursery.

JUNIPERS 


Juniperus  chinensis  (Chinese  Juniper) 

A  native  Juniper  of  Asia  where  it  covers  large  areas.  The  needles 
are  sharp  and  prickly,  light  green  with  a  slightly  bluish  cast.  It  aver¬ 
ages  15-20  feet,  and  varies  in  habits  from  narrow  and  columnar  to  broad 
and  cone-like  specimens.  This  is  the  mother  plant  from  which  many 
horticultural  varieties  have  developed,  including  the  well-known  Pfitzer 
Juniper.  It  is  sometimes  used  as  an  understock  for  grafting  Junipers. 

Recommended  for  all  sections  of  the  country  and  will  thrive  in  almost 
any  soil  except  heavy  rich  ground  or  poorly  drained  soil.

Juniperus  chinensis  keteleeri  (Keteleer  Juniper) 

This  tree  has  been  in  many  cases  erroneously  called  a  Virginiana 
variety,  but  it  is  actually  a  form  of  the  Chinese  Juniper.  It  is,  there¬ 
fore,  free  from  the  cedar  apple  blight.  It  has  a  good  green  color,  is 
rapid  growing,  and  has  very  large  attractive  berries.  It  also  has  a  ten¬ 
dency  to  grow  with  a  stiff  main  leader  even  when  small,  and  in  this 
respect  it  makes  a  tree  much  easier  with  less  trouble  in  staking  than 
some  of  the  Virginiana  forms.
